Of course, I suppose I missed 
something. He was never my bud- 
dy-buddy and I did not fully con- 
fide all things in him—although 
not too bright, I was not that 
dumb. Besides he had some magic 
way of always knowing when I 
broke a neighbor’s window or 
smoked corn silk back of the barn, 
without me confiding to him. I 
always figured it was not a “little 
bird” but that nosey neighbor next 
door who never missed anything I 
did. But he was my father and 
lived up to the dignity and respon- 
sibility of that position in the fam- 
ily. Nor did he use that razor strap 
very often, only once, ouch!, or 
twice. such! ouch! that I can re- 
member. 

I remember one time when I was

pelled, from school for misbehav- 
ior. For a whole week I hid that 
secret by leaving for school with 
my brother, wandering around all 
day and arriving home with him 
in the late afternoon. Then, re- 
alizing it couldn’t go on much 
longer, I presented myself before 
the teacher and said, “My mother 
says, I should come back to school 
and behave myself, and not waste 
my time out of school like this.” 
The Sister nodded approvingly, 
“Your mother’s right. Go to your 


pee ant-stidy hard and mind the 


rules.” I breathed a sigh of relief 
at such an easy solution to my 
tough problem and patted myself 
on the back at my cleverness at 
pulling the wool over everyone’s 
eyes. Two days later at the din- 
ner table, my father said, “You’re 
back in school now, eh? Good, it’s 
best to solve your own problems 
when you can.” 

I don’t know how they did it 
without book experts, Dr. Gesell 
or Mary Haworth. Just think, 
what a job they would have done 
on me if thev had al! the modern 
advantages. I dread to think of it.

from the people of this community. The Governor has seen fit to em- 
phasize its importance in a state-wide campaign whose theme is Keep 


Maryland Beautiful. 


Our particular emphasis in Greenbelt is to keep 


our yards tidy and that portion of our property which borders on city 
property. The sides of our hedges which parallels the roadways of Green- 
belt is particularly vulnerable to litter. giving an untidy appearance to 


our community. 


If citizens would cooperate in keeping not only their 


yards clean but the areaways outside their hedge,.it would do much to 


improving our appearance. 


Residents should familiarize themselves with 


the regular city pick up schedules and retain their trash collections in 
their own yards rather than depositing them on the roadways, which is 


a violation of a city ordinance. 


In contrast to other communities there 


are no alleyways or back entrances in Greenbelt where trash can be 
deposited. Last year there were 259 new families who moved into GVHC 


homes or apartrrents.

The present meter, in- 
stalled years ago, is inadequate to 
measure water consumption by 
Greenbelters at periods of peak 
use, McDonald explained. 

McDonald warned that water will 
probably be muddy Sunday morn- 
ing. - Residents should let it settle 
before drinking and should boil it 
before cffering it to babies.

Petitions and Requests 

Representative groups of citizens:

Lakeside 
residents again spoke in protest at 
what they considered to be “exor~ 
bitant” water rates assessed Lake- 
side homes during and after con-. 
struction. City manager Charles; 
MacDonald pointed out that in, 
light of present metering arrange-. 
ments, the charges were not only’: 
just, but far below that assesses.’ 
by surrounding communities. 

Members of the Izaak Walton 
League, accompanied by a mem- 
ber of the Maryland Game and In- 
land Fish Commission, along with 
a representative of the University 
of Maryland’s Department of Zo- 
ology, offered their assistance to a 


program of regulating and manag- 


ing the fishery resources of Green- 
belt Lake with a view to increas- 
ing its game fish population and 
thus assuring adequate sport fish- 
ing. 

A request for the council’s ex- 
pression regarding a proposed re- 
zoning cf an apartment house to 
commercial, for the purpose of 
conducting a real estate business 
in the basement was received with, 
prompt disfavor. 

Mayor Canning moved, and couri-- 
cil approved with two dissenting 
votes (Smith and Wolfe), a resolu- 
tion to be forwarded to the park 
and planning commission, that it is 
the desire of the council that all 
future petitions for zoning be held 
in abeyance, by the commission. 
until such time as the council’s: 
“master plan” now in process of 
development, be completed. 


Inadequate Sewage System 

In a report to the council re-- 
garding sewage problems which: 
would result from the construction 
of additional housing units in 
Greenbelt, the manager advised’ 
that after consulting with state 
health department officials, pres— 
ent facilities were not adequate to 
care for the provosed contemplated’ 
600 new units. MacDonald request- 
ed instructions from council di- 
recting him to further consult with - 
prover authorities for the purpose 
of determining the cost of a hook- 
uv with the facilities of the Sub- 
urban Sanitary Commission as 
compared to the alternative of the 
commission’s taking over the eol- 
lecting svstem of Greenbelt. The 
council directed the manager to 
pursue this matter further. 


Swimming Pool Rates 

The council approved the con- 
tinuance of last year’s admission 
prices for the swimming pool with 
a slight modification, in that non- 
resident children between the ages 
of 6 and 12 years of age would be 
charged 25 cents—a five cent hike. 

One notable change, designed to 
relieve the congestion at the pool, 
would permit only Greenbelt resi- 
dents in the pool between the hours 
of 12 and 2 p.m. daily. From 2 
until 5:30 p.m. the pool would be 
open to both non-residents and, 
Greenbelters alike. Bus-loads of 
children from the county will be- 
permitted this year. 

A boon to some citizens, would 
be a newly-inaugurated “family- 
rate” of 50 cents after 5:30 p.m. 
This move carried a_ stipulation 
that children, admitted under this: 
“family rate,’ would have to be 
accompanied by an adult member 
of the family. 

The council resumed its hear- 
ings on the proposed “master plan’”” 
for the city, which has been under 
consideration for some months. 
Steady progress is being made to- 
wards its development, council 
members reported.
